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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 3, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Specifically, the Zhou reference more than adequately meets the 
claimed limitations. In column 9, lines 58-64 discloses wherein the quad converters 506 
performs an A/D conversion (802) on signals received from XASLICs 504 and provides 
a 4MHz serial data stream to the DSP 508. Further, as disclosed in figure 3, each one 
of the converters (314) are divided into four quad converters (506). Each quad 
converter provides an A/D and D/A conversion interface between the four XASLICs 
(504) and the DSP (508). AC input signals from the XASLICs (504) "such as voice 
signals" are sampled..., as disclosed at column 7, lines 34-40. Therefore the elements 
in figure 8 meet the limitations of claim 1 of processing voice signal, DC feed control 
and ring trip detection.
